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Construction in Romuius sets new record 


Romulus has just experienced its 
greatest building month with more than $9 
million worth of construction applied for in 
^ptember, accordng to Buil^ng Dept. 
Director Ed Fall 

"We are very pleased with the 
productivity of the building department 
over the past two years and what it has 
accomplished, especially when compared 
witfi the years of 1974-75/* Fall said. 

Fall, who was appoint^ as director of 
the building department by Mayor James 
C. Stewart in December, 1975, was 


especially happy with Wayne County Road 
Commission’s announcement to build its 
new $8.9 million maintenance yard in 
Romulus. 

"The last 21-month i^riod has shown a 
$50,466 increase in building permit fees 
over the previous 24 months under the old 
administration," Fall explained. The 
figures were $233,674.32 to $183,207.44, he 
said. 

’Total construction during that same 
hfpe has been $27,604,503.80 for 1976-77 
compared to $24,337,936.87 in 1974-75 an

Fall says the city of Romulus can be 
proud of the record totals set in the 
building department over the past two 
years. 

The city has received $44,302 more in 
permit fees in the first nine months of 1977 
than through all of 1976, according to the 
report. 

There were 63 building permits issued 
during September which brought in 


$41,993.50 in fees on $9,277,639.66 worth of 
construction 

There were four one-family house 
permits applied for with a total estimated 
cost of construction set at $146,000. Thirty- 
five additions and alterations were 
completed at an estimated cost of $239,519. 

Six car ports, costing an estimated 
$18,925, were applied for and five fences 
were erected at an expense of $4,485. 

Wayne County Road Commission's new 
maintenance yard wfll be an $8.9 million. 


six-building Complex bcated on 38.5 acres 
of county-owned land near Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, between Middlebelt 
and Merriman roads, off east-bound 1-94.

Romulus and Huron School Districts 
received almost $1V^ million in state aid 
federal for the months of October and 
November. 

Romulus received $721,185 in state aid and 
$46,942 in federal assistance, while Huron got 
$721,000 in state aid. 

Students from 15 school districts in the 13th 
Senatorial District will share $19,884,527 in 
state school aid payments for the months of 
October and November, State Senator 
William Faust announced this week. 

Faust said that some of these districts will 
also receive a total of $771,964 in federal aid 
for programs specified under Titles 1 and in 
of the Elementary-Secondary Education Act 
of 1965 and the Vocational location Act of 
1963. 

Title I funds are used for programs to aid 
educationally deprived children. Programs 
funded under Title III finance educatioi\^.ly 
and culturaDy disadvantaged children. 

Faust said that these state and federal 
funds are paid during the school year on the 
first day of August. October, December, 
February, April and June.

Teachers 
pact okayed 

The Romulus School Board ratified the 
teacher's new three-year contract at its 
meeting Monday night, giving them a 12 
percent increase throu^ the length of the 
pact. 

The vote was 6-1 , w ith Jack Bath casting 
the only dissenting ballot. 

The Romulus Education Association 
(REA) contract calls for increases 
totaling three percent in 1976-77 (which 
hadn’t been settled yet) and six percent for 
1977-78. 

In the third year of the pact, the teachers 
will receive a three percent salary in- 
crease. coat-of-living-allowance. (COLA), 
(with a 4 percent bottom and 7 percent 
cap), a dental plan and $2,000 more in life 
insurance. 

The REA had ratified the contract last 
week. 

A school board meeting is planned for 
next Monday night at Supt. James Gar- 
field is expected to give a budget report 
that will detail v^hat programs will be 
possible if the millage passes.

forcement programs threatened by the 
county's financial crisis. 

Bar sent out a questionnair asking the local 
leaders to rate each program in terms of its 
importance to pubbc safety in their com- 
munities. He a Iso asked how many times each 
program has assisted their local police. 

The programs are the W.C. Organized 
Crime 'fisisk Force, the Prosecutor’s Repeat 
Offenders Bureau and the following Sheriff’s 
units: helicopter patrol, metropolitan nar- 
cotics squad, township patrols, community 
relations section and special services bureau. 

Barr pointed out that the County Board of 
Auditors has reconunended cutbacks in 
numerous county functions in order to solve a 
"dire" budget crisis by saving $17.3 million. 

The Auditors recommended the dropping of 
programs which the county is not legally 
required to fund so that funding will be 
available for legally -mandated services. 
Most of the law enforcement programs facing 
curtailment were initiated in recent years 
with since-expired federal grants. 

"We are making every effort to examine 
our services in human terms rather than 
simply on a financial basis," Barr said. 
"I am asking the people who literally live 
with these problems and live with our in- 
volv'ement in these services, what it will 
mean to them if these services are curtailed."

Romulus City Ck)uncfl reversed itself last 
week and rescinded its earlier approval of a 
rent subsidy program for O^brooke 
Townhouses on Eureka Road in the south end 
of the city. 

(^fronted by Robert Knight, a candidate 
for dty council on the Terry Troutt slate, the 
council was told that 600 signatures had been 
taken up in opposition tothe Section 8 federal 
funding program proposed by the Dept of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD). 

Council voted to concur, with the recom- 
mendation of Grants Administrator Stephen 
Bonezek at the Sept 27 meeting, to give its 
approval for the new rent subsidy program 
which guarantees no renter will pay more 
than 25 percent of his income for rent. 

On a motion by William Oakley, supported 
by Jimmie Raspberry, Council votcil 6-1 to 
concur. In addition to Oakley and Raspberry, 
Joan Lee, Bob Martin, Junior Block and 
Gerry Cane jo voted yes. Beverly McAnally 
voted against the proposal. ^ 

There was much misunderstanding about 
Bonezek's recommendation to help the low- 
income residents of the Oakbrooke 
Townhouses, which were originally built 
inder the 236 federal program which helped 
developers get mortgages at a much lower 
rate of interest. In addition the developer 
received mortgage insurance under the plan. 

Now, HUD has come out with the Section 8 
program which it claims will help stabilize 
the Oakbrooke Townhouse turnover of 
residents.

Bonezek contends this was his major 
concern also. 

"This Section 8 plan as proposed by HUD 
was to help residents already in Oakbrooke 
and not to bring in other low-income families 
from other areas, Bonezek said. 

However, Bonezek says there was poor 
communication from HUD to his office and 
that HUD said it originally wanted only 70 
units of Oakbrooke's 352 units for the new rent 
subsidy program. 

The day following the Sept. 27 meeting. 
Bonezek said HUD called and said it wanM 
210 Oakbmoke units to be in its Section B 
program. 

Oakbrooke subdivision citizens, including 
Knight, fearful the Section 8 rent subsidy 
program would bring in a rash of outside low- 
income families, circulated petitions against 
the program. 

Knight told the council he had more than 600 
signature against the subsidy program. 

The council voted to reconsider the ap- 
proval of Section 8 program and later, after 
much discussion, voted 5-1 to rescind its 
approval. 

Council member Beverly McAnally said, "I 
would move that the city of Romulus send a 
communication to HUD objecting to 
proposed Sect. 8 funding for Oakbrooke.** Her 
motion was supported by Lee and received 
yes votes from Block, Martin and Canejo. 

Oakley stuck to his position, in voting no. 
"We’re trying to get more senior citizen 
housing into Romulus," Oakley said in 
casting the lone dissenting vote. Raspberry 
was absent at last week’s meeting. 

There was much confusion about Bonezek’s 
proposal and exactly what HUD wanted. 

Junior Block was especially outspoken 
about the proposal 

"This seems to have changed a lot since we 
discussed this last week from what you ex- 
plained to us then," Block said. 

"I sat here and was quite concerned it was 
for senior citizens. They were going to check 
into security and upstairs bath. 

"Right now I feel it’s been misrepresented 
to us from what you told us last week. There’s 
a lot here to be desired," Block concluded. 

Councilman Martin also felt it was 
misrepresented, or at least came out that 
way. 

"You told us last week and said it was for 
senior citizens and disabled persons," he told 
Bonezek. 

In calling for city council to reject it’s 
approval of Section 8 federal funding, Knight 
said, "We of Oakbrooke Subdivision protest 
the action of City COuncil at Sept. 27 meeting 
in a proving Sect. 8 for Oakbrooke 
townhouses 

"We believe two and three-bedroom units 
will not attract senior citzens Instead, we 
believe it will attract families with children 
which will increase demands for classroom 
space," Knight said 

"We demand city council resscind Its 
motion by Oakley, supported by Raspberry 
approving Sect 8 funding for Oakbrooke 
Townhouses 

Knight further urged the council to adopt a 
resolution opposing any Section 8 funding for 
the toiAnshouses 

Further," Knight concluded, "that the 
city council show greater concern for the 
taxpaying homeowners in the subdivision 
adjacent to the Oakbrooke Townhouses”

Lately, there seems to be 
numerous complaints from 
side banders over the problem of AM 
conversations taking place on 
sideband channels. Before we go any 
further let me clarify one thing, as 
far as the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) is concerned, 
there are no legal sideband chan- 
nels. As with the truckers and their 
Channel 19 it is a gentlemen’s 
agreement to designate certain 
channels for sideband only. 

The most common sideband 
channels are 15 through 18 although 
with the new frequencies that have 
been added it is commonplace to 
find sideband activity from .365 
(Channel 36) to .405 (Channel 40). 
Since there has not been any legal 
movement to assign certain 
frequencies to sideband it has left 
things on a sort of touch-and-go 
basis 

Probably, one of the biggest 
headaches tosidebanders is the lack 
of information obtained the AM 
users of radio about the sideband 
channels. Relatively few new (^ers 
know anything at aD about sideband 
when they first start out. I know I 
made the mistake of breaking on 
Channel 16 when I was just begin- 
ning as a CBer. I interfered with a 
sideband conversation, but luckily 
the gentleman was courteous 


enough to explain what I had done 
wrong and didn’t jump down my 
throat about it. This is one of the 
problems I have heard myself on 
sideband. The worst thing a 
sidebander can do is start yelling 
and calling names at an AMer who 
interferes m a conversation. All thst 
kind of action can do is aggrevate 
the situation more. v 

What really gripes the sideban- 
ders is the AMers who know that 
they aren’t supposed to use sideband 
channels and go ahead and do it 
deliberately. It’s very annoying to 
talk sideband and hear, how about 
ya’, Old Yeller, do you copy the 
Brave Bull? That kind of talk on 
sideband is not used and, if anyone 
does it just to be funry. believe me 
it’s not and that person is not too 
together. 

Sideband is not as crowded as AM, 
therefore, makingsomeCBers think 
that because the channel is quiet for 
a few minutes they have the right to 
go a head and use the channel. That’s 
completely wrong and since there is 
that certain amount of quietness 
why don’t we try to leave it there? 

Sidebanders don’t despair. Why 
not try having some of your 
sideband clubs get together with 
some of the AM clubs and try 
working this thing out together. 
Available to you free of cost from the 
SSB NETWORK are some mini 
posters suitable for hanging on 


bulletin boards or a nywhere else you 
might find convenient. These 
posters let AM users know which 
channels are used in your area by 
sideband (you fill in your 
frequencies on each poster). If you 
would like some of these posters 
send a large, self-addressed, 
stamped (with at least 24 cents 
posUge) to: SSB NETWORK, P.O.

Area air freight 
to greatiy expand 


A new terminal in Romulus to service an air 
freightparts distribution program is part of a 
$4.5 million expansion of Blue Arrow-Douglas 
Inc., the common carrier truck line sub- 
sidiary of Kysor Industrial Corp. 

The expansion includes the construction of 
a new terminal just off Wick Road near 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport and the pur- 
chase of an existing facility in Chicago. 

In Romulus, the new terminal adjacent to 
the airport will be situated on five acres and 
initially provide for a 28-door cross-dock 
operation with future expansion capability to 
60 doors. This facility will primarily service 
an air freight parts distribution program. 

At Chicago, extensive remodeling of the 
new-acquired facUity began Sept. 1. Oc- 
cupancy of the new terminal located in south- 
western Chicago, near Stevenson Ex- 
pressway, is planned for mid-December of 
this year. 

The terminal, situated on 13 acres, will 
provide a l20-<k)or cross-dock operation with 
an adjacent 24,000-square foot garage as 
compared to the existing 66-door facility on 
five acres with a 14 , 000 -square foot garage. 

Equipment expenditures for Blue Arrow 
involve the purchase of 27 heavy duty diesel 


road tractors with the latest energy-saving 
devices, 21 mid-range diesels for city 
operation and 50 new 45-foot trailers. 

Delivery of the new equipment was com- 
pleted last month. 

•‘Tliese expenditures represent the largest 
annual investment Blue Arrow has ever 
made," said Lee R. EHindtz, president of the 
Grand Rapids-based company. "It represents 
our confidence in the future the economy of 
Romulus. Chicago and other markets we 
serve. We have experienced excellent growth 
the last two years, with 1976 business up 38 
percent over 1975 and in 1977 we are ex- 
periencing a 2B percent growth." 

"Hiese new facilities and equipment will 
enable us to continue to meet the growing 
needs of our customers and provide the base 
for future expansion," Kundtz added. 

K.W. Burch, Detroit terminal manager, 
told Ihe Romulus Roman he was very happy 
that his compai^ was expand!^ into 
Romulus.

Explosive display instructs police 


Recently tabulated statistics reveal that 
about 10 million alcholics exist in the nation 
today, which means that about four other 
persons are closely affected.

A sand and gravel quarry in Romulus was 
the site of an explosives demonstration 
recently by U.S. Treasury agents of the 
Bureau of Alcohol, tobacco and firearms 
(ATF). 

Police officials from Romulus, Van Buren 
Township and 13 other Wayne County law 
enforcement agencies attended the ex- 
plosives and bomb demonstration that was 
part of a three-day program. 

More than 40 officers took part in learning 
how to conduct a search after an explosion, 
what to look for and how to collect physical 
evidence. 

Donald Zimmerman, a special agent with 
ATF, was in charge of the demonstration and 
was aided by Range Officer George Stoll, 
coordinator of the school. 

"This is an outdoor exercise to let police 
officers see first-hand what they have been 
taught about in class," said Zimmerman, 
who was recently transferred to Michigan 
after a five-year stint in charge of the In- 
telligence branch in Wash. D.C. 

"We teach them how to collect evidence at 
the scene of a bombing or other explosion and 
what to look for." 

Zimmerman pointed out that many things 
can detect what ingredients were us^ in the 


explosive device, including the color of 
smoke, odor, actual destruction caused at the 
site, and the sound of the detonation. 

"Although the criminal use of explosives is 
not up much over last year, it has increased 
substantially over the past several years," 
Zimmerman said. 

In addition, he said three billion pounds of 
explosive materials are used legally each 
year. 

And new strides are fast being taken to help 
identify all explosives manufactured in this 
country, he said. There are 10 major 
manufacturers of explosives in the country 
and they are starting to use an ingredient 
that will enable officers to trace what and 
where the explosive was made. 

Called taggants, the material is plastic- 
coated melnac material which shatters into 
tiny crushed particles. By examining the 
color combination, agents can trace where 
the explosive was manufactured, the kind it is 
and also on which work shift it was made. 

The explosives demonstration was covered 
by the news media, including two television 
stations. 

Stoll and his assistants first set off eight 
sticks of d>Tiamite (about 5 lbs.) to show the 
assembled group of some 80 people what it 
looked and sounded like. 

Next to be displayed was a blasting cap 
about one-third of the size of a bail-point pen. 


It emphasized that even though the blasting 
cap is very small, it can be very dangerous 
and nothing to fool with. 

Then Stoll demonstrated some explosions 
with common, everyday materials easy to 
acquire. He set off a mixture of potassium 
chlorate and sugar, which sent a shower of 
white flame into the air. 

Then he poured some brake fluid into a 
container of chlorine and fire burst forth. 
Another simple mixture of sodium peroxide 
and sugar caused an explosion. 

With TV cameras grinding away, Stoll and 
his men set off explosions under three older 
model cars and also detonated a 2(>-gallon 
barrel of gasoline. 

Six sticks of dynamite were placed under 
the front seat of a big old Lincoln and it blew 
the car to smithereens. TTjen five pounds of 
fuel oil, mixed with ammonium nitrate 
(called "Ampho") exploded under a Mercury 
and flipped it completely over in the process 
of destroying it. 

The hood of the Lincoln flew high into the 
air and landed some 100 feet away. "How far 
the debris flew from the explosion helps 
determine what type of explosive was used," 
Zimmerman said. 

Zimmerman, who was stationed in New 
York for 12 years prior to going to Wash. D.C., 
still carries his eastern accent.

Candidates reply on police force 


In last week's Romulus Roman, the 
following question was asked of the 14 
candidates running for city council and 
two running for mayor of Romulus in the 
Nov. 8 general election. 

Tills week's question asks : How do you 
feel about Romulus having its own police 
force? Would you support the type of 
movement that took place in Canton 
Township where voters approved a police 
millage for that purpose? 

Three candidates responded; here are 
their answers: 

Bill Oakley (mayor): 

"I believe we alread>’ have a Romulus 
Police force - four professionally-trained 
Wayne County Sheriff units 24 hours a day, 
everyday. 


"Administrative direction from the 
mayor can provide even better service and 
help citizens relate to the police officers 
they pay to protect them. 

"I feel we should pay for police 
protection from general budget. However, 
if citizens want a special millage election, 
we should give them that opportunity” 

Jerry Canejo (Council): 

"If we are going to make Romulus a city 
of which we can all be proud, we must 
begin to think of forming our own police 
force” I would support a movement to 
place the issue on the ballot for the voters 
to decide” 

Brooker Edwards (Council); 

"I don’t think we can better the services 


provided by the Wayne County Sheriffs 
Department for the price we are now 
paying. During my tenure on the Police, 
Fire and Safety Commission, a study 
revealed the start-up costs for a city force 
was in excess of $6 million. That is too 
great a burden for Romulus taxpayers to 
endure and I would not support such a 
special millage at this time” 

All candidates for mayor and council are 
requested to answer each week's question 
in writing no later than 5 p.m. on the 
Friday following publication. Their an- 
swers should be limited to 50 words and 
will be printed in the following issue.

YOU do. if elected, to rid the city of the 
"Cuckoo's Nest" label attached It by the 
news me<fla? 


The veteran agent said that ATF, which is a 
division of the Dept, of Treasury, has several 
regions around the country. 

The last demonstration was the explosion of 
the 20-gallon barrel of gasoline. Called a 
"soap dish" bomb by agents, it shot red 
flames mushrooming 300 feet into the air 
accomoanied bv a thunderous boom. 

Charles J. Quander, group supervisor, 
helped explain each demonstration. 

James Anderson, another special agent, 
explained about taggants. 

He said the plastic-coated melnac material 
was fluorescent and can be seen under an 
ultra-violent light. 

There are two million pounds of explosives 
available now with taggants and he expects 
there will be 10 million pounds with taggants 
by the end of the year. This refers to com- 
mercial explosives sold legitimately in this 
country. 

Anderson said the program is strictly a 
volunteer one now, but legislation is pending 
that would make every explosive manufac- 
turer include the tracing in^-edient in every 
explosive it makes. 

Local officials were very impressed with 
the demonstration, they said. 


With some 100 million persons in the 
country using alcohol today, the problem of 
alcoholism is a serious one, according to 
authorities. If not treated early, they warn, 
alcoholics can end up with permanent mental 
and physical damage and<r early death. 

Other statistics disclose: Most problem 
drinkers and alcoholics are employed or 
employable;at least 36 million Americans are 
harmed dy the untreated alcoholic’s 
irresponsible behavior; about 80 percent of 
alcoholics are men, the rest women ; one third 
of all suiddes are alcohol related (about 
12,000 annually) ; more than two and a half 
million arrests are made each year for 
misuse of alcohol; 50 percent of highway 
deaths are directly related to drinking 
alcohol; misuse of alcohol costs the nation 
about 25 billion doOars yearly; about 23 
percent (1974) of aD students exhibit potential 
problem-drinking signs. 

The Templetons said, "Support the 
alcoholic - he is sick. He ne^ warm, human 
concera" 

"Above all," they caution, "to do nothing is 
the worst choice you can make because un- 
treated alcoholism will almost certainly lead 
to death."

Smith said he would ask SEMTA 
officials to “readjust the plan and 
improve service l^tween downtown 
and the cities of Romulus and 
Belleville and Van Buren and 
Sumpter Townships so that com- 
muters can get to work and shopping 
areas.”

We feel it is appropriate that 
during National Newspapers week, 
citizens of the community be 
reminded once again of the price 
that was extracted from countless 
men for their dedication to the 
principle of a free press. 

James Franklin, founder of the 
first truly 'free press', dared to 
challenge the government's 
regulations requiring licensing and 
the bowing to officials pressures of 
publishing by 'authority'. 

Franklin, In 1722 refused to halt 
his outspoken attacks on the 
government. Following his 
criticism of the authorities for their 
Ineffective defense of Boston 
waters from pirates, he was hauled 
into court and eventually jailed for 
confempt. 

Once free, Franklin again took 
up his attack on the authorities but 
within a year, was again tried 


before a General Court and barred 
for life from ever again printing or 
publishing the New England 
Courant. 

Franklin had paid the price for 
establishing In America, the 
principle of publishing without 
authority. 

The next serious threat to the 
free and unrestricted publishing of 
newspapers ocdured in 1798,* with 
passage of the Alien and Sedition 
Act. 

One provision of the new law 
declared that any person writing, 
publishing or uttering any false, 
scandalous or malicious 
stat^ents against the government 
could be punished by im- 
prisonment. For the next two 
years, more than 19 indictments 
were handed down under the 
provisions of the Sedition Act. 

Those editors who had dared to 
resist the silencing of the news had 
paid the price for their defense of a 
free press. Many of them were 
ruined for life, both physically and 
mentally, as the result of their 
actions. 

Today, it is unlikely that the 
average reader of a newspaper is 
fully aware of the implications of a

Or they are seen 
rushing into the medical staff lounge to 
comer a tired doctor and punish his ears 
with some unrelated drivel which could 
more appropriately be handled at another 
lime. 

And there is somethin else about TV 
hospital PR ladies which is disturbing. They 
all have the most annoying habit of ad- 
dressing everyone, from the Chief of Staff to 
anyone else within earshot, by their first 
names. Evidently, employees in TV 
hospitals have never been taught any of the 
courtesies expected of civilized 
professionals in a hospital setting. 


Now we come to the hospital ad- 
ministrator as seen through the eyes of the 
TV script writers. 

The administrator is always a man - 
something which perhaps does a disservice 
to the many fine women who function as 
hospital administrators in this Country. 

And you always see him dashing up and 
down the halls ; suit jacket off, sleeves rolled 
up. necktie unloosened, and in one hand 
(generally the left hand) he will be carrying 
a sheaf of papers. He is constantly raising 
his voice to whomever gets in his way, and 
in general makes a complete ass of himself 
as he roars through the hospital creating 
more problems than he ever solves. 

Sorry, folks, but thankfully, it just doesn’t 
work that way. I’ve spent five years in the 
health care industry, and have been in 
many, many hospitals in addition to the five 
PCHA facilities; and 1 might add.

lot and sidwalks at Annapolis Hospital are 
always cleared of snow and ice by the time 
you arrive on a cold winter morning to be 
admitted or to visit a patient? Let me tell 
you how that happens. We have a group of 
men assigned to outdoor maintenance, and 
during the winter months, these hardy and 
dedicated souls are a Iways prepared to hear 
their telephones ring at 3:(» or 4:00 a.m. 

They respond to these calls and spend the 
next few hours making the area habitable 
while the rest of the world smiles sweetly in 
dreamland. 

And think about something as mundane as 
laundry. Elach day the beds must be 
changed. OR gowns washed and sterlized, 
towels and washclothes cleaned and packed, 
and so it goes. The PCHA laundry is a large 
structure located on the South ^ge of the 
Annapolis Hospital campus. If you enter this 
building on one of Michigan’s sweltering 
summer days, youTl really find out what 
heat is! The tasks performed in the laundry, 
although perhaps not as glamorous or ex- 
citing as open-heart surgery, are vitally 
important to the operation of all five PCHA 
hospital 

But shucks, TV dramas never take the 
viewer into a modem, sophistcated lauixlry. 
Oh well, Maidson Avenue, you’re missing a 
good bet! 

Then, another group of hard-wok ing, but 
alas unrecognized workers are found in the 
Housekeeping Department.

Open meetings are essential to an open society 


An unbridled horse is apt to run 
away out ot control. 

A bridled horse, with too loose 
ot a rein, is apt to act more frisky 
than one kept under tight hold, and 
on occasion, may also run away out 
of control. 

Much the same story is being 
enacted in Washington D.C., where 
a Common Cause study shows that 
47 federal agencies are not being 
kept under tight rein and are not 
complying with provisions of the 
new Sunshine Act which forbids 
closed meetings except under 
specified exemptions. 

After its enactment Sept. 13, 1976, 
Common Cause conducted a study 
of 591 meetings held during the first 
quarterly period the Sunshine Act 
went into effect — March 12, 1977 to 
June 12, 1977. Its findings prompted 
the group's president, David 
Cohen, to call its implications 
"plainly disturbing." 

Only 37 percent, a little more 


than a third, of the sessions were 
entirely open to the public, the 
study found, while 24 percent were 
partially closed, and 39 percent 
were entirely closed. 

Cohen commented, "Despite 
enactment of the Sunshine Law 
mandating openness in executive 
branch agencies, despite President 
Carter's call for a new era of 
executive branch openness, the 
prevailing pattern Is secrecy as 
usual — decisions made behind 
closed doors." 

He pointed to two main of- 
fenders, the Federal Reserve 
Board and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, asserting the 
former had completely closed 30 of 
its 37 meetings to the public. On one 
occasion, he said, the meeting was 
closed to consider such Items as 
furniture design and the board's 
building renovation. 

A meeting of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, held June 


28, 1977, after the study's cutoff 
point of June 12, was not Included in 
the data, but disclosed an alarming 
fact. The meeting was closed to the 
public while its members studied 
tariff rates on the transportation of 
oil in the Alaskan pipeline. 

Included in the list of recom- 
mendations to the President and 
Congress is one to determine 
whether exemptions In the act are 
being properly used. 

The 10 exemptions contained in 
the Sunshine Act pertain to 
meetings on: National defense 
classification, internal personnel 
rules, statute exemptions, trade 
secrets, criminal accusation, 
personal privacy, law en- 
forcement, regulation of financial 
institutions, premature disclosure, 
and civil action or formal agency 
adjudication. 

Cited in the Common Cause study 
was the very high percentage of 
agency meetings declared closed 


because of the exemption per- 
taining to regulation of financial 
institutions, Cohen said. Of the 39 
percent or 232 meetings out of the 
total 591 studied, 38 percent were 
closed to the public for that specific 
exemption. 

We agree wholeheartedly with 
Mr. Cohen that federal agencies, a 
majority of whose members are 
appointed by the President with 
Senate confirmation, should 
comply with provisions of the new 
Sunshine Act. 

In like manner, we believe all 
governmental units covered under 
Michigan's own Sunshine Act, 
which was passed shortly after its 
Federal counterpart, should 
adhere strictly to its provisions. 

The state Sunshine Act pertains 
to meetings of such groups as 
school boards, township boards, 
city councils, boards of appeal, 
planning commissions, etc. 

While we agree that federal 


agencies in our nation's capital 
should set a sterling example for 
smaller state and local govern- 
mental units in compliance with 
such open meeting acts, that does 
not mean that a local or state 
agency should try to defy the act 
solely because "big brother" in 
Washington is getting away with 
non-compliance. 

As in the cited analogy at the 
beginning of this editorial, those 
responsible should keep a tight rein 
on agencies, not only at the federal 
level, but at the local and state as 
well, to ensure adherence to these 
much-needed Sunshine acts. 

As strong believers in the 
philosophy, that we at Associated 
Newspapers are watchdogs of the 
communities we serve, we will do 
all in our power to see that Sun- 
shine laws are enforced and will 
also work to see that its violators 
are reported and prosecuted. 


From the State House 


Property Tax, and how it affects you 


\ 

At first glance, the property tax system 
may appear to be a complex and confusing 
area of the law. Yet, taking a few minutes to 
understand some of the concepts that are 
basic to that system will not only . romote 
an understanding of how the system 
works, but will put property taxpayers in a 
better position to make sure that the 
system works properly. 

THE BASIC SYSTEM 

The property tax ^stem is based on the 
idea that l^al services should be paid for by 
those persons who receive the benefits from 
those services. The relative portion of the 
cost of those services that each person is 
required to pay is determined by the value 
of the property that person owns within an 
area to be served, relative to the total value 
of all the property within that area. 

The property tax tall itself is determined 
by two variables — the tax rate and the 
assessment placed on the property. 

1. Tax Rate 

Property taxes are expressed in terms of 
^'mills’*. A mill is equal to M,000th of a 
dollar, or perhaps more esily expressed as 
$1.00 per $1,000 of assessed value. 

The tax rate, or millage, in any local 
taxing jurisdiction is a locally controlled 
rate. It is determined by the types and level 
of services that the voters in a given area 
demand and are willing to pay for. 

Tlie local millage will cover the cost of 
providing general programs to the com- 
munity, including police and fire protection. 
The school millage will provide a portion of 
the cost of fimding the local school district’s 
educational program. The county millage 
will pay for the services rendered to all 
county residents, and special millages 
niay be included in a person’s property tax 
bill to cover the cost of specific programs 
such as street paving or drains. Taken 
together, these local millage rates will 


determiire the total tax rate on a piece of 
property. 

The amount of property taxes needed to 
support these various programs is deter- 
mined by the annual budget needs of the 
townships, cities, counties, schools, com- 
munity colleges and other local units having 
the authority to impose a tax aainst the 
affected property. Citizens who are con- 
cerned about the size of these budgets, aiid 
the rate of property taxation necessary to 
support them, should attend the public 
budget hearing hdd by these local units of 
government in order to determine per- 
sonally if the taxes are justified by the 
services provided. Concerned citizens 
should raise questions and voice their 
opinions at these hearii^s. Th^ should also 
communicate their concerns to their neigh- 
bors and local public officials. And they 
should vote their conscience in all millage 
elections. Lack of interest and concern on 
the part of the taxpayers could mean in- 
creasing property txes with little ac- 
countability for the retiira 

2. The Assessment 

Ibe other variable that will affect the 
determination of a persons’ property tax bill 
is the assessment that is placed on that 
person’s property. 

Ihe local assessor has the primary 
responsibility for establishing the 
assessment on all property located within a 
local unit of government. However, in order 
to comply with the requirement for 
uniformity of assessments statewide, an 
equalized value may be placed on property 
that differs from the value established by 
the assessor. Ek]ualizatiGn is a two-step 
process designed to insure statewide 
uniformity of assessments. It takes place at 
both the county and state level. 


The process of equalization exists because 
local units of government do not exist in a 
vacuum. If they did, each could assess the 
property within its jurisdiction solely for its 
own purposes and there would be no need for 
this process. But local inits collect taxes 
levied against their assessed valuations for 
other purposes, such as funding school 
districts and county governments whose 
boundaries extend across more than one 
local assessing unit. Oonsequently, it is 
critical that all of these local units assess 
their properties at the same level. If they do 
not, those that are underassessed will be 
paying less than their fair share when the 
school and county millages are levied, 
because they will be paying the same tax 
rate applied against a lower base than those 
whose property is properly assessed at 50 
percent of value. 

In order to avoid this type of discrepancy, 
the county is required to make certain that 
all local units within the county are 
assessing at the same 50 percent level. If 
any units are found to be underassessing 
their property, the county must impose a 
factor to eqiudize these assessments thus 
insuring uniformity throughout the county. 

This ^meprocess must be repeated at the 
state level to insure that all property within 
the state is uniformly assessed at the same 
level. This statewide uniformity will mean 
that each county and local unit of govern- 
ment will receive its fair share of state 
revenue sharing fiind^ and that each school 
district will receive its fair share of state 
aid. Both of these programs use the state 
equalized value (SEV) of the property 
within each unit as one of the factors in the 
formula that determines how much money 
that unit will receive from the state.

Because the equalization process involves 
entire units of ^vernmeit, the application 
of an equalization factor may result in an 
individual property being equalized at a 
value that is greater than 50 percent of its 
true cash value. If this should occur, the 
property owner may protest the 
assessment. This protest must first be made 
to the local board of review, which will 
generally meet in early March. If the owner 
is not satisfied with the decision of the local 



board, further protest to the State Tax 
Tribunal is also available.

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Caution urged 
for fisherman 


With the salmon and lake trout 
moving into the shallows fishing 
fever sometimes overrules common 
sense among smaD boat operators 
on the Great Lakes. 

Seemingly unmindful of pendir^ 
storms or the limitations of their 
crafts, many fishermen are con- 
cerned only with the fishing, but 
each fall, a certain number of them 
wind up swimming instead 

Water temperatures have 
plummeted since summer, survival 
time has decreased accordingly and 
those who find themselves in the 
water are faced with some difficult 
odds. The predicted survival time 
following immersion in 50-degree 
water (Lake Superior frequently 
has colder fall temperatures) is 
about 2V^ to 3 hours, but this will 
varv depending on body size and 
extra fat. However, sudden im- 
mersion in bitter water quickly 
increases the heart rate and blood 
pressure, occasionally causing 
death from heart attacks, or rup- 
tured blood vessels, particularly 
when older people are involved. 

Hypothermia is the culprit behind 
most cold-water deaths, fcx* once the 
body temperature drops to a point 
where vital organs can no longer 
function (usually about 85 degrees) 
the victim loses consciousness and 
dies of heart failure. Any action 
which slows down the cooling rate 
can mean the difference between 
being alive or dead when rescue 
boats arrive. The following 
suggestions, if followed, will 


measureably increase the survival 
rate. 

(1) Unless shore is nearby, sUy 
still. The average person in a life 
jacket cools 35 percent faster when 
swimming than when remaining 
motionless. Tests conducted in 50- 
degree water showed that the 
average person can swim less than 
a mile before hypothermia in- 
capacitates him. When life jackets 
are not worn and treading water is 
necessary to keep afloat, tests show 
the cooling rate is 34 percent faster 
than while holding still in a life 
jacket. In addition, certain types of 
life jackets give much more 
protection against the cold than 
others and fall fishermen would do 
well to investigate the insulating 
capabilities of all styles and brands. 

(2) The head sides of the chest and 
groin are parts of the body which 
have the highest rate of heat loss, 
but certain floating positions can 
help retain body heat and increase 
the predicted survival time as much 
as 50 percent. The individual 
position simply involves holding the 
inner sides of the arms tight against 
the chest and raising the thighs as 
high as possible to protect the groin. 
If two or three people are in the 
water, they should chng to one 
another keeping their chests 
together as tightly as possible. 

(3) Once rescued, a victim of 
hypothermia should be warmed 
externally with hot water bottles, 
hot tubs or electric blarkets and 
internally with hot beverages .

Garden tips for winter's coming 


It's October and that means it’s 
time to pack away another gar- 
denii^ season. Horticulturists at 
Michigan State University suggest 
the following lawn and garden 
tasks: 

— Protect young fruit trees and 
ornamentals against winter rodent 
damage. Place a cylinder of hard- 
ware cloth around the trunks to keep 
rabbits and other rodents from 
gnawing off the tender bark. The 
cylinder must extend at bast IV^ to 
2 feet above the usual snow level to 
be effective. 

— Water evergreens thoroughly 
before the gromd freezes. They will 
lose water through their leaves or 
needles during the winter. To avoid 
damage, send them into winter well 
watered. 

— Do not prune spring-flowering 
shrubs now. You’d be trimming off 
next spring's flower buds. 

— Plant or transplant deciduous 
trees and shrubs after their leaves 
have fallen. Mulch and water new 
plants thoroughly. Support large

— Trim dead, broken or diseased 
branches from trees and shrubs. 

— Cut back ground covers that 
have overgrown sidewalks, drives or 
patios.

Advise big cut in Wayne County budget 


Recommendations that Wayne 
County drop more than a dozen 
programs and cut 983 jobs to make 
up a $17.3 million deficit are before 
theCounty Board of Commissioners. 

The cutbacks are contained in the 
annual budget recommended by the 
County Board of Auditors. Some 738 
of the 983 deleted jobs are filled at 
present 

The Auditors said programs, 
which the county is not legally 
required to operate, must be cut in 
order to fund services which are the 
county's legal responsibility. 

The recommendations include 
transfer of psychiatric hospital care 
to the state and elimination, or sharp 
curtailment of a number of law 
enforcement programs. 

Most of the threatened programs 
have been initiated, or expanded, in 
recent years with since-expired 
federal grant funds. 

The auditors also recommended 
staff reductions in virtually every 


county department. 

Elimination of more than 600 jobs 
would come about through transfer 
of psychiatric hospital care at Eloise 
to the state, plus closing of the long- 
term care facility at Eloise. The 240 
long-term care patients would be 
moved into Wayne county General 
Hospital in the same complex. 

County hospital employees would 
be offered jobs in the new state 
psychiatric hospital. Board 
Chariman John Barr said. 

The auditors recommended 
elimination or sharp cutbacks of 
programs in the Sheriff’s depart- 
ment and elsewhere. Sheriff’s 
programs recommended for 
elimination are helicopter patrol 
(six ernployees, annual cost 
$240,875)*' Metro Narcotics Squad 
(14 employees, $402,665); township 
patrols (28 empbyees, ^28,685); 
community relations section (four 
employees, $105,155).

The 
auditors recommended $62 million 
less than the total amount requested 
by <lepartments.

Sen. Faust supports iobby reform biii 


The lobbying reform bill now 
before the Michigan Senate is get- 
ting strong support from Senate 
Majority Leader William Faust (D- 
13th District). 

am pleased to endorse this bill 
because, if enacted, it will result in 
making public all pertinent in- 
formation regarding who is at- 
tempting to iiAuence legislation, as 
well as how much effort and money 
these individuals and organizations 
are putting into their endeavors,” 


Faust said. 

The Majority Leader said the 
intent of the bill, introduced by State 
Sen. Gary G. Corbin (D-Cho), is 
consistent with the political reform 
spirit of the campaign financing act 
approved last year by the 
l^islature. 

‘*It also is compatible with the 
wishes of the electorate for a policy 
of full disclosure to prevail in all 
governmental matters,” Faust 
added. 


The lobbying reform bill would 
require lobbyists and their agents to 
register annually with the Secretary 
of State, as they must now do, but 
would also require them to file 
quarterly reports detailing their 
expenditures. 

For example, they would have to 
report those occasions and the 
names of the public officials in- 
volved when $1 or more is spent on 
food and beverages. 

In addition, they would have to file 


an accounting of all financial 
transactions with public officials or 
members of their families in which 
$500 or more is involved; ex- 
penditures for advertising and mass 
mailing; and all other expenses. 

“Furthermore,” Faust said, “the 
bill contains the necessary penalties 
to assure that it will be taken 
seriously. 

“And although it will effectively 
curtail abuses in the system, it will 
not prohibit it from functioning.”

Natural gas supply 
is more than enough 
for coming winter 


Michigan Consolidated Gas Co. is 
assuring its one million customers of 
adequate natural gas supplies for 
the coming winter.

The first pay telephones to handle 
free emergency caDs will be ac- 
tivated in about two weeks in the 
City of Romulus. 

The new Dial Tone First service 
will aDow callers to reach an 
operator (*'0*'), without depositing 
coiiB. 

Wilson, manager for 
MieMgan Bell, said the start-up of 
Dial Tone First wiD see team 
members beginning the on-site visits 
necessai 7 to activate the 278 pay 
phones in the Romulus exchange. 

As the Michigan Bell conversion 
team makes each pay phone rea^ 
to handle the new service, an in- 
struction card will be placed on it to 
inform the caller that all he or she

Public observances are a regular 
part of our American way of doing 
things. It's easy to get caught up in 
the activities and sometimes forget 
what is being observed— and why. 
This month Bill Kiser, who is 
severely handicapped by Cerebral 
Palsy, has given a lot of thought to 
what it means to have a disability 
and his thoughts reflect on where 
we’ve been, wherewe are and where 
we have yet to go.

Following the end of World War 11, 
President Harry S. Truman took an 
action that began a battle we still 
are waging in this country. That 
action was the establishment of the 
President’s Committee on Em- 
ployment of the Handicapped, and 
that battle is for full equality in 
employment of disabled people. 

We are beginning, after all these 
years, to see signs of victoi 7 . 

Improved m^cal care, both on 
the battlefield and at home, had led 
to an ever-increasing number of 
disabled persons— veterans and 
civilians. The country had to do 


something. Truman recognized that 
opportunity for employment offered 
the only realistic hope for the 
handicapped to have a better life. 

One of the first necessities was a 
change in attitudes. It generally 
was thought that people with any 
type of physical or mental im- 
pairments l»d to betaken care of for 
the rest of their bves. If they had 
families, the physical and economic 
burdens fell there. If not, in- 
stitutionalization— with the ex- 
penses borne either by private 
charitable organizations or public 
agencies— was the only other option 
considered. 

For progress to be made, it was 
essential for employers and co- 
workers alike to be educated to the 
fact that handicapped people could 
be productive. 

I’m old enough to remonber the 
first publicity efforts regarding 
employment of the handicapped. 
Quite naturally, I hoped these ef- 
forts would lead to a job for me. But 
the picture was not as rosy as it 
seemed As my personal attempts to 


find a job ended in failure year after 
year, I became cynical. Invariably, 
I was told: “01^ yes, we are em- 
ploying the handicapped, but no one 
as severely handicapped as you.” 

There will be those who say it is 
impossible to find employment for 
the more severely disabled. Thirty 
years ago these same cynics were 
scoffing at the idea that people 
without arms or legs could work on 
production lines, much less hold 
professional or managerial 
positions. President Carter’s ap- 
pointment of a triple amputee as 
administrator of the third-largest 
federal agency should lay that belief 
to rest, for once and for all. By 
further utilizing the techniques of 
rehabilitation engineering and job 
modification, we can look forward to 
the employment of an ever- 
increasing number of severely 
disabled people. 

However, their success in the 
world of work stiU depends in large 
part on an understanding public. 


Scientists and engineers can devise 
all types of ingenious ways for 
disabled people to function, but 
these will be useless unless em- 
ployers are convinced that disabM 
individuals can perform the jote 
they need done. 

But, things are getting better. The 
public is more aware, as disabled 
people are becoming more confident 
and more articulate. The first White 
House Conference on Handicapped 
Individuals, coupled with the 
signing of the Section 504 
Regulations of the 1973 

Rehabilitation Act, signalled a 
turning point. Winning the battle is, 
at long last, within our reach. 

President Carter recently 
established the tone for the country 
when he urged all branches of the 
government to “set an example for 
fair employment practices 1^ 
demonstrating what can be done to 
make the fullest possible use of the 
abilities of qualified handicapped 
people”. 


CHAPTER VI 
ARTICLE 4 (A) 

AN ORDINANCE for safeguarding life and prope^ by regulating, and 
providing for the inspection, the installation, alteration, repairing, servicing 
and maintenance of electrical equipment; to provide for the licensing and 
regiilratlon of Electrical Contractors, Master Electricians, and Jour- 
neynn Electricians; to provide for the administration and enforcement 
theitof ; to provide for a Board of Electrical Examiners and its powers and 
dudet; to provide a reciprocal arrangement for the recognition of 
examinations and licenses issued by other municipalities in the State of 
Michigan cooperating in the enforcement of a similar ordinance; to provide 
a penalty for violations thereof and to repeal all ordinances in conflict 
therewith. 

It is Imreby ordained by the people of the City of Romulus 
Short Title: Electrical Ordinance 

SECTION 1. ELECTRICAL INSPECTION. The Board of Electrical 
ExaiAiners, also referred to in this Ordinance as the Inspection Authority 
and Examining Board, shall have and hereby is given jurisdiction, subj^t 
to review as hereinafter provided, over the insp^tion of all electrical in- 
stallations, including changes, repairs and additions thereto within the City 
of Romulus. The Director of Building and Safety shall appoint an Electrical 
Inspector who shall inspect all electrical installations and report to the 
Inspection Authority. This jurisdiction shall apply to the installation of 
wiring devices, apparatus and equipment for connection to electricity 
supply systems having voltages over 30 volts, except as provided in Section 
4(B) ; however, jurisdiction shall apply in all systems and all voltages when 
safety to life and property is involved. 

SECRON 2. FEES FOR INSPECTION. When an application is made for a 
permit required under the terms of the ordinance, a fee shall be paid in an 
amowt as prescribed by the Council of the City of Romulus. 

SECTION 3. RIGHT OF ACCESS TO BUILDINGS. The Electrical Inspector 
and-or his deputy shall have the right during reasonable hours to enter any 
buildmg in the discharge of his official (juties for the purpose of making any 
inspection or test of the installation of electric wiring, electric devices and- 
or electric material contained therein and shall have the authority to cause 
the tvfiming off of all electric supply and cut or disconnect, in cases of 
emergency, any wire where such dectrical currents are dangerous to life or 
property or may interfere with the work of the Fire Department. 

SECTION 4. PERMITS. No alterations or additions shall be made in the 
existing wiring of any building, nor shall any building be wired for the 
placing of any electric lights, motors, heating devices, or any apparatus 
requiring the use of electrical current at a potential over 30 volts, nor shaU 
any alterations be made in the wiring in any building after inspection, 
without first notifying the Electrical Inspector and securing a permit 
therefore. Applications for such permit, describing such work, shall be made 
by the person, firm, or corporation installing same and permit when issued 
shall be to such applicant. 

B. This section shall not apply to maintenance and repairs on the premises 
of a person, firm or corporation regularly employing qualified electricians 
for that purpose, nor such minor repair work as repairing flush and snap 
switches, replacing fuses, changing lamp sockets and receptacles, taping 
bare joints or repairing drop cords. 

A. PERSONS TO WHOM PERMITS SHALL BE ISSUED : 

(DA holder of an electrical contractors license. 

(2) A person employing a licensed electrical jomeyman to actively 
supervise the new installation of electrical equipment on premises owned or 
occupied, and used, by the applicant in the conduct of his business, and at 
which premises the licensed electrician performs his duties in those in- 
stances where business or industrial procedure requires the regular em- 
ployment of a licensed electrical journeyman. However, an affidavit form 
furnished by the administrative authority shall be signed by both the em- 
ployer and the licensed journeyman. This affidavit shall be kept on file in 
the offices of the administrative authority, and shall contain the following: 

(a) Name and business address of the person employing the licensed 
electrical journeyman 

(b) Name, address, and current license number of the licensed electrical 
journeyman. 

(c) License numbers of 2 previous years, and the name of licensing 
authority in order to establish the holding of a license for not less than 2 
years. 

(d) Statement to the effect that the employer and the licensed electrical 
journeyman will comply with the provisions of the code regulating in- 
stallation of electrical equipment in the state. A new affidavit shall be filed 
before permits are issued if the licensed electrical jomeyman terminates 
his employment. 

(3) A homeowner who comes under the jurisdiction of the code. 

SECTION 5. INSPECTION. Upon the completion of the wiring of any 
building, it shall be the duty of the person, firm or corporation installing the 
same to notify the Building Department who shall notify the Electrical 
Inspector to inspect the installation as soon as possible, and if it is found to 
be fully in compliance with this ordinance and does not constitute a hazard 
to lift and property, he shall issue on req|uest to such person, firm, or cor- 
poration for delivery to the owner a certificate of inspection authorizing 
connection to the electrical service and the turning on of the current. All 
wires which are to be hidden from view shall be inspected before con- 
cealment and any person, firm or corporation installing such wires shall 
notify the Building Department giving sufficient time in which to make the 
required inspection before such wires are concealed. 

SECTION 6. RE-INSPECTION. The Electrical Inspector may make 
periodically a thorough re-inspection of the installation in building of all 
electric wiring, electric devices and electric material now installed or that 
may hereafter be installed, within the City of Romulus and when the in- 
stallation of any such wiring, devices, and-or material is found to be in a 
dangerous or unsafe condition, the person, firm or corporation owning, 
using or operating the same shall be notified and shall make the necessary 
repairs or changes required to place such wiring, devices and material in a 
safe condition and have such work completed within fifteen days, or any 
longer period specified by the electrical inspector in said notice. The 
Electrical Inspector is hereby empowered to disconnect or order in writing 
the discontinuance of Electrical Inspector is hereby empowered to 
disconnect or order in writing the discontinuance of electrical service to 
such wiring, devices, and-or material so found to be defectively installed 
until Ihe installation of such wiring, devices and materials has been made 
9ile as directed by the Electrical Inspector. 

dPCrnON 7. CONSTRUCTION REQUIREMENTS No certificate of in- 
SpectioD shall be issued unless the electrical installation is in strict con- 
formity with the provisions of this ordinance, the statutes of the State of 
Michigan, the rules and regulations issued by the Michigan Public Service 
dkMTimission under the authority of the State statutes, and unless they are in

conformity with approved methods of construction for safety to persons and 
property. The reflations as laid down in the National Electrical Code, as 
approved by the American Standards Association an in the National 
Electrical Safety Code, as approved by the American Standards 
Association, and in the administrative rules and regulations established as 
hereinafter provided (Section 10, Par. F) shall be prima facie evidence of 
such approved methods. 

SECTION 8. APPROVED MATERIALS. It shall be unlawful to install or use 
any electrical device, apparatus, or equipment designed for attachment to, 
or installation on any electrical circuit or system for heat, light or power 
that is not of good design and construction and safe and adequate for its 
intended use. The Electrical Inspector shall have power to disapprove the 
use or installation of devices not fulfilling these requirements. Devices, 
apparatus and equipment approved by such generally recognized 
authorities as United States Bureau of Standards. Electrical Testing 
Laboratories of New York, or Underwriters Laboratories shall be held to 
have the approval of the Electrical Inspector unless explicitly disapproved 
by said Authority for reasons of faulty design and poor construction in- 
volving danger to persons and-or property. 

B. It shall be the duty of the Electrical Inspector from time to time to 
inspect devices, apparatus and equipment offered to the public for use in 
installation to see that such items conform to the above requirements. 
SECTION 9. RECORD AND REVIEW. The Building D^artment shall keep 
complete records of all permits issued and inspections made and other 
official work performed under the provisions of this Ordinance. 

B. When the Electrical Inspector condemns all or part of any electrical 
installation the owner or his agent may within five days after receiving 
written notice from the Electrical Inspector, file a petition in writing for 
review of said action of the Electrical Inspector with the Board of Electrical 
Examiners, upon receipt of which the said Board of Electrical Ehca miners 
shall at once proceed to determine whether said electrical installatiOT 
complies with this ordinance, and within three days shall make a decision in 
accordance with its findings. 

SECTION 10. LICENSE FOR ELECTRICAL WORK. A Board of Electrical 
Examiners is hereby constituted consisting of the Electrical Inspector of the 
City of Romulus, a representative of an Electrical Utility Comi^ny, a 
licensed Electrical Contractor, who is also a licensed Master Electrician, a 
licensed Journeyman Electrician, and the said Electrical (Contractor and 
Journeyman Electrician shall have had at least 10 years experience in 
electrical work. The members of said Board of Examiners shall be ap- 
pointed by the City Council for such terms as shall be designated at the time 
of appointment. This Board shall examine all applicants for either Master 
Electrician’s or Journeyman Electricians’s licenses. Applicants failing to 
pass will not be elegible for re-examination in any reciprocating 
Municipality for a period of thirty days. All applicants for license shall 
designate their legal address as the location of their residence in case of 
Journeyman and Master Electricians, and their legal address as the 
principal place of business in the case of electrical contractors. All Elec- 
trical Contractors, • Master Electricians, and Journeyman Electricians 
having their legal address within the corporate limits of the (?ity of 
Romulus shall secure their license from the said City of Romulus Building 
Department. 

The Board of Electrical Examiners shall prepare the application blanks, 
prescribe the examination and meet at least once a month or on call of the 
Electrical Inspector to hold examinations. Due notice shall be given ap- 
plicants of the date of examinations. 

All applications for examination shall be in writing. The examination 
shall consist of an oral or written examination as the Examining Board shall 
determine, and such other practical tests in examination at the discretion of 
the Examining Board. 

B. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to engage as 
independent contractor in the installation, alteration, maintenance or repair 
of electrical wiring, equipment, apparatus or fixtures for light, heat or 
power purposes where the electromotive force exceeds 30 volts in or about 
buildings and -or structures located within the City of Romulus without first 
having procured a license. 

ELECTRICAL CONTRACTOR’S LICENSE REQUIREMENTS 
An applicant for an electrical contractor’s license shall be over 18 years of 
age and shall be the holder of a master electrician’s license, or shall 
regularly employ a person who is the holder of a master electrician’s license 
who shall be actively in charge of work for the applicant. 

To be issued by community in which business is located. 

C. It shall be unlawful for any person to engage in the occupation or trade 
of Journeyman Electrician in the installation, alteration, maintenance or 
repair of electrical wiring equipment, apparatus or fixtures for light, heat, 
power or medical structures within the City of Romulus without having first 
taken the examination and obtained a license as herein provided. This 
provision shall not apply to helpers and apprentices, provided such work as 
they may do is performed under the direction and supervision of licensed 
Journeyman Electricians who shall be on the premises at all times when 
such helpers or apprentices are performing such work on the premises. 

JOURNEYMAN ELECTRICIAN LICENSE REQUIREMENTS. An ap- 
plicant in order to qualify for examination for a Journeyman Electrician 
License shall have attained the age of 18 years and shall be able to show four 
years of practical experience in the type of electrical construction or 
maintenance work for which a license is required. In lieu of four years of 
practical experience, an applicant shall present evidence of a total of not 
less than four years in a combination of practical ej^rience and training 
at a recognized trade or technical school, provided this includes a minimum 
of one year practical experience. Evidence in writing from employers and 
technical schools shall be submitted by the applicant, showing type of work 
performed and length of time employed. All applicants shall submit to an 
examination as hereinafter provided. 

D. MASTER ELECTRICIAN LICENSE REQUIREMENTS. An applicant 
for a Master Electrician License shall submit to the examination hereinafter 
provided and have attained the age of 18 years. 

Said applicant for a Master Electrician License shall have passed the 
examination for and had issued to him a Journeyman Electrician License 
for a period of at least two years. He shall further agree that if a Master 
Electrician License is issued, he will notify the Board in writing within 72 
hours (three working days) of a change of employment where such em- 
ployment was necessary to qualify his employer as an electrical contractor. 
Wilful or negligent failure to give such notice to the Board shall be grounds 
for suspension or revocation of such license. 

E. The fee for an Electrical Contractor’s, Master Electrician’s and 
Jouneymen Electrician’s license shall be prescribed by City City Council. 
Licenses shall expire on December 31st of each year, and shall be renewed 
upon application by the licensee, together with the payment of the required 
fee After March 1st, all licenses not renewed shall be considered cancelled 


and may not be renewed except upon approval of the Examining Board. 
Electrical Contractor’s, Master Electrician’s and Journeyman Elec- 
trician’s licenses shall be issued by the Electrical Inspector upon recom- 
mendation of the Examining Board. Licenses issued under this ordinance 
shall be non-transferable and shall be displayed when required. Electrical 
Contractor’s licenses under the terms of this ordinance shall not secure 
permits for work to be done by any person not employed by said electrical 
contractor, and license may be revoked for violation of this rule. 

No license shall be recognized by the City of Romulus unless such licenses 
are issued by a cooperating Municipality having an Examining Board. 

The City of Romulus shall permit Electrical Contractors lawfully licensed 
by other municipalities of the State of Michigan to install, alter or repair 
electrical wiring, equipment, apparatus of fixtures for light, heat or power 
purposes within the corporate limits of the City of Romulus, upon payment 
of a registration fee, provided that such municipalities reciprocate in 
recognizing Electrical Contractors who are duly licensed under the 
provisions of thjs ordinance by granting them the same privilege and 
charging the same uniform license and registration fees. Provided forther, 
that the licensing ordinances are substantially ^ual to the requirements of 
this ordinance. Journeyman/ Electricians duly licensed by any municipality 
cooperating in the reciprocal arrangement shall be permitted to work in the 
City of Romulus without the payment of a registration fee. Provided, 
however, that any Joumej^an Electrician doing work within the City of 
Romulus, and holding a license from a cooperating municipality, shall 
register with the Building Department. 

No Electrical Contractors’ licenses shall be recognized, for the purpose of 
registration, by the City of Romulus of applicants who maintain their 
principal place of business in a municipality which fails to approve, by 
affirmative action of its legislative body, the reciprocal and mutually in- 
terc^ngeable licensing arrangements covered by this ordinance. 

Corporations applying for Electrical (Contractor’s licenses, whose prin- 
cipal place of business is not in the State of Michigan, should obtain such 
license from the State of Michigan Electrical Administrative Board upon 
the payment of the prescribed fee. 

Any Electrical Contractors, Master of Journeyman’s license may. after a 
hearing, be suspended or revoked by the Examining Board having issued 
such license upon evidence presented that false statements have been made 
upon application for license or upon evidence presented that the person, 
firm or corporation holding such license willfully or by reason of in- 
competence repeatedly violates any rules and regulations relating to the 
iiBpection, maintenance, alteration or repair of electrical wiring, devices, 
appliances or equipment. 

F. The Board of Electrical Examiners is hereby empowered and it shaU 
be their duty to promulgate and recommend such rules and regulations 
concerning electrical work in the City of Romulus as may be required to 
properly provide for the situations therein. The rules and regulations so 
made by the Board of Electrical Examiners shall be effective upon approval 
by the City Council, and shall take precedence over plans, specifications and 

National Electric Code Rules. 

G. A licensed electrician shall not be required for any wiring in or on a 
home and accompanying outbuildings owned, occupied or to be occupied by 
the person performing the installation, alteration or repair of wiring, 
devices, appliances and appurtenances, providing the Inspector deems such 
person qualified to perform such work and such person obtains a permit as 
required by this code. 

SECTION 11. EXCEPTIONS. The provisions of this ordinance shall not 
apply to the following: 

(A) The installing of radio receiving seU and ^uipment. (The installation 
of convenience outlets for power supply to a radio set shall be subject to such 
rules and regulations.) 

(B) This ordinance and its provisions shall not apply to apparatus and 
equipment installed by or for any public utility operating under the 
jurisdiction of the Michigan Public Service Commission in the exerci^ of its 
function as a utility and when such apparatus or equipment is used 
primarily for the generation or distributicMi of electric current or for signal 
or communication purposes. 

SECTION 12 PENALTY. Any person, firm or corporation who shall fail to 
comply with any of the provisions hereof, shall upon conviction thereof, be 
subject to a fine of not more than five-hundred ($500.(X)) dollars or im- 
prisonment in the City prison or the jail of the County of Wayne or any other 
place of confinement provided by the City of Romulus for such purpose in 
the discretion of the Court for a period not to exceed ninety (90) days, or both 
such fine and imprisonment in the discretion of the Court unless otherwise 
provided in this ordinance. 

SECTION 13 REPEAL OF CONFLICTING ORDINANCES. All ordinances 
or parts of ordinances conflicting with the provisions of this ordinance are 

hereby repealed. , ^ . 

Should any section, subdivision, sentence, clause or phrase of mis or- 
dinance be declared by the Courts to be invalid the same shall not af^t the 
validity of the ordinance as a whole or any part thereof other than the part 

so invalidated. . ^ * j * i- 

SECTION 14 LIABILITY. This ordinance shall not be constwed to relieve 
from or lessen the responsibility or liability of any party owning, operating, 
controlling or installing any electric wiring, electric devices an^or el^tric 
material for damages to person or property caused by any d«ect therein 
nor shall the City of Romulus or its agents be held as assuming any such 
liability by reason of the inspection authorized herein, or certificate of m- 
spection issued as herein provided. 

SECTION 15 This ordinance shall take effect immediately upon the passage 
and publication thereof.

Bus service may be extended to 
Belleville and Romulus so that 
commuters can get to and from 
work in downtown Detroit, ac- 
cording to a commitment made by 
officials of the Southeastern 
Michigan Transportation Authority 
(SEMTA) to Wayne County Com- 
missioner Royce E. Smith of 
Belleville. 

Smith had criticized the proposed 
1979 Annual Public Transportation 
Plan because "there was no bus 
service between downtown Detroit 
and the cities of Romulus and 
Belleville and Sumpter and Van 
Buren townships." 

He was joined in this appeal by 
C^nrunissioners Edgar L. Harris of 
Taylor. Thomas Presnell of 
WesUand. Alex Pilch and George 
Hart of Dearborn and Mary Dumas 
of Livonia, who also asked for ex- 
panded service to Western Wayne 
C^nty communities. 

Smith asked SEMTA officials to 
review the proposed bus plan and 
include bus transportation between 
these communities and downtown 
Detroit, especially during peak 
periods of travel in the morning and 
evening when ‘‘they need to get to 
their jobs, shopping and other 
destinations". 

He made his request at a meeting 
of the Public Works (Committee of 
the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missionersSept. 27.atwhich several 
Western Wayne County com- 
missioners commented on the need 
for "improved bus service in out- 


county communities"*. 

SEMTA official Join Sajovec, 
manager of Bus Service Planning, 
told Smith that "they will look into 
the possibility of extending the route 
now ending in Wayne to Belleville". 

"There is the possibility that we 
could provide at least one bus in the 
morning and evening hours during 
the work week," Sajovec said. 

"I feel this could easily be done by 
adding another 25 minutes to the 
present schedule," Smith respon- 
ded 

Sajovec and Harry L. Rogers, 
manager of SEMTA ’s Program 
Management Office, told Smith and 
other county commissioners that 
they would get back to them with an 
answer as soon as possible. 

SEMTA officials said that it takes 
up to a year to get new buses due to 
heavy administrative work required 
in getting grant approvals, not to 
mention the delivery time after the 
order is placed. 

Sajovec added : ‘it will be at least 
two years before new buses are 
available to us. and any new buses 
acquired in the immediate future 
must go toward replacement of 
present ones that are wearing out." 

He said SEMTA couldn’t expand 
service now without cutting service 
somewhere else. 

The officials did promise to 
"sincerely consider aD proposals.’* 


Comments on the proposed 
transportation plan were made at 
the request of SEMTA w-hich had 
asked the Board of Commissioners 
and several other government 


agenci. j for suggestions. The plan 
will be subn.^wted soon to the 
Southeastern Michigan Council of 
Governments (SEMOOG) for review 
and to the state for final approval

Now it comes down to one football 
game. 

And what a game it should be 
between once-defeated Westland 
John Glenn, the defending Nor- 
thwest Suburban Conference 
champ, and North Farmington, 
sixth-ranked Class A state power 
and S-O on the season. 

The two will square off 2 p.m. 
Saturday at North Farmington 
High. 

“North Farmington is the best 
team we will be playing this 
season,** said Glenn Coach Chuck 
Gordon. “They have great team 
speed, don*t make mistakes and I 
sincerely feel we’re going to have to 
play our best game of the season in 
order to beat them.** 

Glenn warmed up for the 
showdown with an 28-0 victory over 
Redford Thurston, while North 
Farmington turned back Livonia 
Franklin. 


The Westlanders had their 
problems with the stubborn Eagles 
in the first half. Though they had 
excellent field position thanks to 
running back Tim Ruark and a 
couple of over-the-head catches by 
Jim Irwin, the stubborn Thurston 
defense didn’t yield. 

Glenn broke the game open in the 
third quarter when Ruark scored the 
first of his three touchdowns. He 
rang up his first on a two-yard run 
early in the second half, then came 
back with another two-yarder arxl 
fuiished the night with his third TD 
on a one-yard lunge. 

Fullback Paul Svabik accounted 
for the final Rocket score, a two- 
yard run in the last quarter. 

Kal Deluca made good on all four 
extra-point attempts. 

Ruark, whohas been the mainstay 
of the Glenn ground game, rushed 
for 86 yards on 25 carries. Svabik’s 


contribution also included 61 yards 
on 12 tries, while Lee connected on 
six of 11 passes for 80 yards. 

Most of the holes that the running 
backs got through were opened up 
by the efforts of guards Perry 

Lapinen and Ken Hylton, while the 
defense, which held the Eagles to 28 


yards total, was sparked by Jerry 
Cook, Svabik. and middle guard Jim 
Hendrian. 

“We just couldn't seem to get 
things moving offensively against 
them in the first half,’’ explained 
Gk)rdon. “We made a couple of 
adjustments during halftime and 


they obviously paid off.’’ 

The victory was Glenn's second in 
the league and fourth straight. The 
Rockets’ Iwe loss is to Allen Park, 
sustained in the season opener. 

Though both North and Glenn are 
undefeated in the conference. North 
is atop of the standings with a 3-0 


record. Only Glenn stands between 
them an undisputed possession of 
the 1077 title. 

Glenn, meanwhile, must get past 
North and will have Franklin to 
contend with the following week.

Black belts 
and belles

Chris Ahem is a petite, unintimidating young woman who would 
never attract anyone’s attention for her physical strength. 

She stands about 5 feet 3 at the most and, in sharp contrast to 
Ronald Rose, a well-built, good-looking athletic-type man in his 
prime. 

If one were to say that Chris would pick up Rose and whirl him 
over her back and slam him to the floor, it would probably draw 
just a smile from my face. 

Probably? 

The inauspicious Miss Ahem on a command from Rose suddenly 
appeared to whirl like Diane Prince and the * ’wonder woman** 
picked up her instructor and slammed him (o a carpeted floor. 

“It takes a little training,” said Miss Ahem as she helped Rose, 
who owns a Black Belt in Karate, off the floor, “but you don’t need a 
lot of strength to do what I just did.” 

Miss Ahem is one of the devoted followers of Tae Kwan Do, the 
Korean Art and Science of self defense. It is an ancient art of im- 
provement one’s self through training of mind and body. Miss 
Ahern explains. 

“I got involved a few years back,” Miss Ahem related. “While I 
was watching two nine-year-old girls be tested for black belts I was 
amazed at what they could do. 

“They had no sense of fear, so I said to myself if they can do it I 
can too.” 

Miss Ahern’s path led to Rose who started training in Taylor 
under master Edward Sell, who happens to be the highest ranking 
non-oriental karate expert in the world. 

Sell, president of the Tae Kwon Do Clubs and studios throughout 
the United States, provided Rose with the knowledge and training 
that helped him become a second degree black belter. 

The skill and proficiency of one who participates in the art is 
determined by the color of one’s belt. Beginners usually don white 
belts and the color spectrum continues to green, brown and 
hopefully black. There are nine degrees of the black belt but the 
final two are usually reserved for honorary personnage. 

Rose, a graduate of Taylor Kennedy, has competed in national 
tournaments and recently nine of his 11 students placed at a 
tournament hosted by Dearborn. Rose himself captured a first 
place trophy in the black belt (form) division. 

“You can either compete in form or sparring,” Rise said, “and, 
of course, competition also runs along the line of age and sex.” 

One of Rose’s ambitions was to open up a studio of his own and 
recently he accomplished that goal when he opened the doors to the 
Wayne Karate Studio at 2913 Wayne Road. 

“I’ve always dreamed of owning a studio of my own so that I 
could become a full-time instructor and I managed to do this with 
this studio.” 

Rose has a score of loyal fans who travel from the downriver area 
to Wayne for lessons. In one of his classes you can find a motley 
crew made up of Frank Kramarz, Terry Santure, Paula Jackson 
and Debra Stamey. 

Miss Stamey and Miss Ahern belonged to the original Tato Taylor 
Terrors, a club which competed in karate. 

Kramarz will probably wind up as one of the more popular 
members of the school. Rose poured the superlatives in describing 
his student’s progress. 

“Frank has been training for less than IV^ months and he double 
tested at a tournament which, in layman’s language means he 
skipped a rank. He placed first in the white belt form competition 
and also in white belt sparring. 

*‘Heisa very devoted student of the art,” Rose added. 

The classes, held Monday through Friday from noon to 2 p.m. and 
Monday through Thursday from 7 to 9 p.m., also on Friday’s from 
6:30 to8:30p.m. lure a variety of age groups. 

“We have boys and girls as young as five and also senior citizens 
in our classes,” Rose said. *‘Why don’t you join us?” 

Thanks, but, no thanks.
